Coroner Auler Holding an Inquest 
Over Them. 


His Dying Statement—Testimony of the 
Woman in the Case. 


Coroner Auler. began an inquest this after- 
noon over the remains of Thomas Royal, twen- 
ty-three years of age, a native of St. Louis, 
who died atthe residence of his widowed mo- 
er, No. 813 Biddle street, night before last from 
the effects ota knife wound received at the hands 


of Alexander Cage on the night of the 23d inst.

testified as follows:

District, and identify the body of the deceased 
at the Morgue as that of Thomas Royal. 
I was not present during the affray 
that happened between Thomas Royal and 
others on Jast Thursday night.

Garlock was present and overheard the conver- 
sation thut between Royal 
and myself, asked him if 
he knew what 118 condition 
wus, and he replied: Les, I know that I am 
in u dying condition, and have no hopes of re- 
covering. Jam almost a dead man now. I 
asked the nume of his assailant, and he replied 
that Alexender Cage had knifed 
quested the full particulars ofthe 
asking 180 At the tine 
it he hed pot struck Cage. lle answered no, 
and said that he and@ several friends were stand- 
ing onthe street corner, Cage had been 
drinking, and came up to them pretty drunk. 
lic made several threats against some one, 
and several words passed be- 
tween him and Paddy McNamara. 
The next thing that he (deceased) knew Cage 
madean assaulton him and cut him with a 
knife. Shortly before he died, on Tuesday 
night, he reiterated the statement, saying that 
he knew he was dying and had no 
feelings ot malice or ill wiil 
towards Aldxander Cage. On last Friday 
the day after the stabbing, while Cage was 
jocked up atthe Third District Police station, 
I questioned him as to how the difficulty came 
about. He statec that be had gone to the cor- 
ner of Seventh and Biddle streets, and there met 
Royal, Woods, McNamara, and a crowd ot 
girls. McNamara struck him several times 
and then Royal run out and struck him in the 
mouth with a pairot knuckles, and that he 
then defended himself. “He acted in self-de- 
fense, and that it he had not used his Knife he 
wonld have fared badiy.

Alanson B. Wakefield, For Perjury, and His 
Punishment Assessed at Two Years in 
the Penitentiary. 


A Motion Filed by His Counsel This Morn- 
ing For Arrest of Judgment and 
For a New Trial. 


The case of Alanson B. Waketield, which 
has occupied the time of the Criminal Court 
this week, charged with perjury before the 
grand jury for the March term,was concluded 
last night by the jury returning a verdict of 
vuilty,as charged. and assessing the defendants 
punishment at two years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. The finding of the twelve good 
and true men took no one by surprise but 
Wakefield bimself. The arguments were 
concluded shortly before 6 o’clock last even- 
ing and the ease given to the jury, who retired 
to their adjoining chamber under the escort 
of one of Sheriff Finn’s deputies. <A speedy 
verdict was looked forward to, and Court did 
not adjourn, simply called a recess. No one 
left the building. Publhe interest was 
thoroughly aroused and all were anxious 
to be in at the desk. The prisoner 
occupied a chair at the prosecuting table,and, 
as the minutes went by, grew more dejected. 
His face was flushed as if by fever. His 
‘counsel were near him, and he con- 
versed with them at intervals in a 
low, hurried tone. Seven o’clock came, 
but brought ne tidings; eight o’ clock was told 
and the monotony was not broken. 

Then came a rap at the door and all was in- 
terest. A deputy answered the door, but it 
was only one of the twelve within, who had 
some trivial request to make. ‘The door 
was again closed. At ten minutes to 
nine o’clock there came another rapping on 
the door of the jury room, and the jury walked 
forth and filed to their chairs. Judge Laughe- 
lin came out from his private room,order was 
called, and the foreman delivered a written 
instrument to Clerk Clabby. It was a verdict 
of cuilty. 

The usual questions were put and answered, 
the jury was polled and discharged and the 
agony was over. ‘Then arose the question 
as to whether the prisoner should be sent to 
jail or admitted to bond. The 
Court held the latter opinion, and 
fixed the bail at 32,000, which 
was promptly furnished by II. M. Smit, the 
pawnbroker, and Waketield walked out into 
the night with a verdict hanging over his 
head. 

A motion for a new trial in the case will be 
filed next week. 

The following motion for arrest of judgment 
was tiled by counsel in the Criminal Court 
this morning: 

State of Missouri vs. Alanson B. Wakefield. 
Inthe st. Louis Criminal Court, October term, 
A D. 1879. And now at this day comes the 
defendant by his attorneys and moves the 
Court to arrest the judgment in the above en- 
tith d cause forthe tollowing reasons: 

I. Becauere the testimony alleged to be un- 
true and constituting the perjury charged in 
the ussignmentin said indiclment, to wien 
tie Court contined thie prosecution and upon 
which the Courtinstructed the jurvin reference 
thereto, Was not material to the issue or mat 
ter under investigation by and before the grand 
jury. 

2. Because the testimony 
is charged (in the assignment in 
ment to which the Court contined 
their investigation) with having 
the grand jury, does allege and 
said Alanson B. Wuketield did 
the grand jury that R. C. Pate 
him, Alanson B. Wakefield, any money or 
property for the purpose ot 
having him, the said A. B. Wakefield, use sai! 
money and property for him, the said Robert 
C. Pate, to influence or bribe any member of th 
Board of Pojice Commissioner of the city ot 
St. Louis, or ot the Metropolitan Police force ot 
the city o!

Pate paid said money to the de 
ferdant forthe purpose of having said money 
or any portion thereot used to bribe anv mein- 
ber of the Metropolitan torce of the City of St. 
Louis (or any Police Commissioner of the City 
of st. Louis), or fer any other lilegal purpose. 

4. Because all the matters upon which 
perjury is assigned in said indictment are iimn- 
waterial in law to the matter, issue or subject 
under investigation before the grand jury at 
the time the testimony was given, which is al- 
leg ed to be untrue. ; 

5. Because the indictment tails to charge 
that said Alanson B. Wakefield ever bribed or 
attempted to bmbe the Board of Potice 
Commissioners of the city of §s'. Louis or any 
member thereot, or any member of the Metro 
politan Police force of the city of St. Louis, to 
gain intormation ot raids on gambling houses 
ofthe city of St. Louis by any member of the 
Metropolitan Pelice force of the City of St. 
Louis, orforany other purpose whatsoever, 
or that he wus 
attempted to pay any money or property al 
leged to have been received from said Robert 
C. Pate or any other gambler to said Metropol- 
tun Potice torce or any member thereof, nor is 
any offense shown to have been committed by 
seid Wakefield with said money or in reter- 
ence thereto.

THE WAR IN KENTOCKY. 


An Amazing Story of a Family Feud in the 
Kentucky Mountains. 


The Old Log Fort at Last Surrendered 
to the Holbrooks, who had Besieged 
it for Twenty-seven Days—Only the 
Women and Children Left—George 
Underwood, his Ten Sons, and Numer- 
ous Partisans all Dead—The Assassin- 
ation of Squire Holbrook—The Trial 
in a Neighboring County that Cost the 
State $150,000—A Girl's Heroism. 


{From the New York Sun.] 

MT. STERLING, Ky., October 25.—It is 
said that the cost so the State for the one item 
of sending a company of militia into the hills 
of Breathitt county, last winter, was over 
$100,000, A Judge had been shot and killed 
as he was about to open court to try one mem- 
ber of a Breathitt county family that had been 
at feud with another family of the same coun- 
ty. Inthe progress of this feud some fifteen 
or twenty persons—the exact numberis not on 
the records—had been killed. To hold up the 
hands of the successor to this murdered Judge, 
the State troops were sent into Breathitt, and 
they aided the Sheriff in making arrests, 
yuarded the jail, court-house, jury and wit- 
nesses, and generally Kept the peace until the 
murderer was finally convicted and sentenced 
tothe penitentiary for life. To convict him 
the State spent nearly the estimated cost of 
the proposed new Capitol building at Frank- 
fort, and more money than it pays for interest 
on the State debt in three years. 

What the Littles and Strongs are to Brea- 
thitt,the Holbrooks and Underwoods were to 
the neighboring county of Carter, The Un- 
derwoods are lately extinct, except a few wo- 
men and children, and the feud with the Hol- 
brooks may be considered over for the pres- 
ent. Carter is not more than a hundred miles 
from the fertile fields of the biue-grass re- 
vion, but between its dense woods and few, 
barren clearings and the great stock farms of 
Bourbon and Fayette the outlying spurs of 
the Cumberland intervene... It took the wagon 
trains that carried provisions from Mount 
Sterling to the militia in Breathitt last 
winter nine days to make the seventy-two 
miles, or an average of eight miles a diy. The 
six or seven counties in the eastern section of 
Kentucky are almost as foreign tothe rest of 
the State as is Siberia to St. Petersburg. Once 
in a while a citizen of Breathitt, or Carter, or 
Magoftin, or Perry is brought down to Louis- 
ville to be tried before the United States Court 
for illicit distilling, and every winter their 
representatives dre ssed in butternut jeans, get 
to Frankfort and make more money at $5 a 
day than they have had before in their lives; 
but otherwise the mountain people know as 
little of the civilization of the lower counties 
as do the lower counties know of them. Mat 
Adams. present Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Washington, represenied§ this 
section for vears iu Cong but it used to 
be said that he was about the only man in 
three counties Who could read fluently, and 
Whose signature Was easily legible, Besides 
these accomplisiments, be Was afraid of no 
man living. However, his popularity was 
based upon many other qu ities that made 
him en excellent representative.

The first cabin built 
wood was burned by 
war, and the one putupin its place had no 
windows—only loopholes. George and ald his 
yrown sons belonged to the Home Guards, the 
guerrillas on the Union side, and to that or- 
yanization also belonged ‘Squire Holvrook 
und some of his sons. Just what began the 
feud between the Holbrooks ana Underwoods 
is notexactly xnown. ‘Squire Holbrook, 
fore he was killed, alwavs averred that he 
caught voung Jesse Underwood trying to 
steal his horses, and shot him only to save the 
beasts. It is certain that when Jesse was 
wounded he was near Squire Holbrook’s 
premises, 


It is narrated of the company of Home 
Guards to which the Underwoods and Hol- 
brooks belonged, that during the early part of 
the war they received a message from Mass- 
ville, athriving town on the Ohiosome fifty 
miles from the Unnderwood settlement, beg— 
ving them to come tothe rescue of its citizens. 
A detacbment of John Morgan’s command 
had captured the town and were making 
themselVes free with the property of Union 
mercbants. The Underwoous and Holbrooks, 
nineteen in number, rode day and night un- 
tilthey reached Maysville: drove out the Con- 
federates, aud then plundered every store in 
the town belonging 
thizer. Thus things were made even. 

THE KILLING OF GEORGE TRUMBO., 

The tirst strictly personal encounter 
which the Underwoods were engaged was 
September. 1865, just after the war. Jesse 
and David Underwood, two of the old man’s 
sons, went down into Bath county to attend a 
circus, and, on their return home, stopped at 
a wavside grocery. Somebody called for a 
“Jeff. Davis straight. Jesse turned and in- 
quired, **Who asked for that kindof liquor!“ 
Samuel Crane ae knowledged that he was 
the man, and,“ as was described in the con- 
temporary decount of the affray the 
call such difficulties in the mountain counties 
of Kentucky“ made for David got 
between the two. Crane raised an ale bottle 
to smash it over David’s head, and Jesse 
eccked his pistol at Crane to save his brother's 
life: but one George Trumbo stepped in 
front of Sam Crane and received the shot 

aimed at the latter, Which killed him in— 
stantly. 

The Underwoods escaped 
woods, but Trumbo’s relatives 
do, and offered a reward for "s capture. 
The Governor also issued his . proclamation, 
offering the usual reward of 3590 for his ap- 
prehension. Onthe application of the au- 
thorities of any county the Governor is obliged 
to offer this reward, and sometimes there 
will be a column of such brief proclamations 
in the newspaper officially designated to print 
them. A Sheriff's posse during five or six 
years made several attempts to capture Jesse. 
In two instances the invaders returned from 
the Underwood fort carrying back their dead. 
Every attempt resulted in the wounding of 
one or more of the posse. It was about this 
time that he was shot by ’Squire Holbrook. 
But this continued strife at last proved so 
annoving to Jesse and his brother Alfred that 
the former left one night for lowa, where he 
remained four years; and the latter went to 
Texas. There, his old-time neighbors were 
assured, he obtained great note as the leader 
of a band of outlaws, and there he died in due 
time from a too accurate pistol shot. 

A KEIGN OF TERROR. 

During Jesse’s absence things went on 
quietly in the U nderwood neighborhood, bar- 
ring an occasional charge against the old man 
and his sons of horse stealing: 
was shed. It was not until the spring of 1877 
that Jack Taborand John Martin were ar- 
rested for horse stealing. Old George Under- 
wood went their bail: they were released and 
settled on aclearing near Fort Underwood. 
Squire Holbrook and others notified them to 
leave, Which they did not do; but one night 
in June they stopped at Alex. Penlam’s and 
the next day Alex. was waylaid and badiy 
wounded. Old George was on his way to Pen- 
lam’s house with a doctor when two shots 
fired from an ambush struck 
him, One put out his eye. The next day 
Penlam got out of bed as far as the door, seek - 
ing fresh air, and a shot fired from the oppo- 
site hillside laid him dead across his doorsill. 
The feud of the Holbrooks and Underwoods 
was in full strength again, for it was only the 
dav after the assassination of Penlam that 
Robert Glover, of the Holbrook clan, was shot 
through the heart as he was at work in the 
fields; and, on the 22d of June. Lewis Under- 
wood, while 1 firewood, was pierced 
by a rifle ball. He was shot in the stomach, 
and lingered for two years. The case was an 
8 one in a medical point of view. 
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that thee people acted so often like brutes, 
bat there were sometimes bright points in 
their natures; at any rate it is said that young 
Jesse loved this brother Lewis, and came all 
the way back from Iowa to see him before he 
died, and incidentally to revenge his death. 
But be fore his arrival Isaiah Masters, another 
of the Holbrooks, was ambushed and sbot 
dead, and divers partisans of both sides were 
variously wounded. Neighbors abandoned 
their clearings and stayed closely in their cab- 
ins, and it was given out that any doctor who 
attended any of the injured did soat his peril, 
as did any storekeeper who furnished burial 
clothes for the dead. Thisstate of affairs cul- 
minated in a regular siege by the Holbrooks of 
Fort Underwood, a large double cabin, into 
which all the Underwoods, men, women und 
children, bad been hustled. For ninxe- 
teen days the siege lasted, inmates and 
assailants: occasionaily exchanging rounds; 
and during this time the door of the fort was 
never once opened except for a few minutes 
at atime, under cover of the night, to admit 
a breath of fresh air. The county authorities 
twice demanded a surrender, but old George 
answered that the law was not strong enough 
to protect him, did he abandon his stronghold. 
The Governer at last ordered out the militia 
—a company from Covington—and to them 
old Geerge submitted without resistance. He 
and bis sons were brought before justices of 
the peace, butno charge was made against 
them. Nor does it appear that the Holbrooks 
were molested by the law; indeed they plead- 
ed that they were only trying to break upa 
den of horse-thieves. | 

JESSE UNDERWOOD'’S COURTSHIP. 

It was at this time that Jesse reappeared. 
He partiy sued for, partly commanded a 
peace; and as he was a particularly accurate 
shot,his request was heeded. Besides, he fell in 
love with the daughter of aneighbor, and dur- 
ing his courtship it would have been consider- 
ed ill-breeding to shoot him. 

The people of these mountain counties of 
nentucky are peculiar. It is an unquestion- 
able fact that you can travel from Cumberland 
Gap to the Ohio, and that everywhere you will 
be hospitably received. You can carry a large 
sum of money with vou, and you willi never be 
harmed. ‘**lreckin we kin keep you,“ the 
householder says, as you rap with your whip- 
stalk at his cabin door; and bis “brile and 
bread,’’ coffee without sugar, and butter- 
milk, he will share with you without expec- 
tation or hope of a fee. In fact, your person 
is as perfectly safe in any part ofthese maun- 
tains as in Broadway, if you do not h: ippen to 
get mixed up in a family quarrel. There are 
no murderers for gain or lust; it is a pure 
question of give and take, and they do not 
understand why outsiders. should concern 
themselves about it. 

Jesse Underwood was the pride of Carter 
county. ‘The accusation that he or his kin 
were horse stealers was always repudiated by 
them with scorn; they said that it was only 
a convenient excuse of the Holorooks. Now 
the charge lies against them without protest, 
for they are all dead. Of Jesse an enthusias- 
ticreporter of the Greenup Independent once 
wrote: Of middle size, with black hair, 
moustache, and eves, in which Was an ex- 
pression of absolute courage, a handsomer 


man I never saw. The reporter added that 
in the eyes Was also a look of simple geutle— 
ness, but this may be doubted. ‘*He wore a 
grav felt hat, a drab vest and pantaleons, 
whose legs were tucked in his boots. On his 
belt was a Smith & Wesson six-shooter, a 
cartridge and cap pouch, and slung over his 
shoulder was a powder flask. . In his right 
hand was a double-barrelled shot-gun, held, 
walking-cane fashion, by the stock, the bar- 
rels downward.’ 

‘The world has been hard upon PY ee 
said.

hate it. 

Old George promised Jesse that 
sell out and move to lowa, and 
started for the West,taking a voung wife with 
him. Traveling overland to a point on the 
(ohio, where he intenaed to take a steamboat, 
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ing from the wound of a year before. 
ur ASSASSINATION OF inn OLD ’SOUIRE. 

Jesse only left the fort thereafter to attend 
church meetings, but with the precaution ol 
two revolvers and his shotgun. The hatchet 
was buried for pesrly a year. It was onthe 
20th of Mas last that it was dug up, and the 
complete wiping out of the adult Underwoods 
was the result. On that dav Elverton Under- 
wood was shot While surrounded by his chil- 
dren. Two bullets passed through his body. 
fired from ambush. claim- 
ed that: he traeed the assassins to "Squire Hol- 
brook’s, and thatthe tracks of one of them 
were those of the old "Squire himself. But 
his brother Lewis was dying, and Jesse did 
nothing until in September death released 
the boy from two years of great suffering. 
Then the bloody work was renewed. 

The boy died September 1. September 
Squire Holbroek and his son Millard were 
shotat as thev were ecatehing a horse in the 
pasture adjoining their house. A rifle ball 
passed through the old ’Squire’s brain, and 
he fell dead. The son escaped. September 
S William Underwood was shot through the 
heart while at work. september 12 David 
Wilson, of the Holbrooks, was shot at from 
ambush and his left arm Shattered. Septem- 
ber 15. as old freorge Underwood was step- 
ping out of the door of the fort, sixteen shots 
were fired from bye hind the trees opposite, 
lle was badly wounded in the arm and shoul- 
der, and the women dragged him in and sent 
for Jesse. 

THE SECOND SIEGE OF FORT UNDERWOOD, 

Jesse was out in the forests and at once 
hastened home. Just as he was entering the 
door one of three shots from the brush-—cov- 
ered hillside opposite struck him in the 
left Jung 
out on the other side of his body. He 

fell across the doorsill, but the ready hands 
of the women dragged him in before 
another shot could finish him. ‘Then began 
a drama unparalleled even in the history of 
these mountain outrages. The Holbrook 
faction rese from their ambush and rushed 
velling to the door. Inside there were hud- 
dled a dozen women and chil- 
dren, and on two corn-husk 
pallets the father and son were lying mortally 
wounded. There was little to eat or to drink 
inthe house. Around it the Holbrooks es- 
tablished a cordon of sentries, and for seven- 
teen days the door was never opened, except 
thata shot warned the women to close it 
speedily. On Sunday, four days after Jesse 
was shot, the wails of the women inside vave 
notice that the man wasdead: but, as they 
had before refused to allow any doctor to go 
to the relief of the wounded men, so now the 
besieging party gave notice that any man or 
woman, either in the house or outside, who 
attempted to bury the dead man, would need 
to arrange for his or her own funeral. 

In this stress old esta Underwood did 
manage to get a message tothe County Judge 
at Grayson, nineteen miles distant, as king him 
for protection. That official ordered the Sher— 
iff to take a posse, bury the dead and — to 
Graysonthe women, children and the one 
living survivor; but so great was the terrorism 
thatthe Sheriff could induce not asingle man 
inthe county to accompany him. Then the 
Governor Was telegraphed to for a company 
of militia, but without SUCCESS, 

On sunday, October 12, the four Ww men, a 
daughter. tivo nieces and the sister-in-law of 
the old man, were keeping watch beside his 
allet. Ata knock at the door the women 
peered out through a loophole and sawa 
group of some twenty men with blackened 
faces inthe yard. They demanded admit- 
tance, averring that Caleb White and John 
Martin had been seen to enter the house. They 
promised safety tothe old manand the wo- 
men if thev were allowed to enter. The old 
man consented, and they searched the house 
witnout tmding the men, but they seized old 
George’s arsenal. It consisted of six uns. 
five pistols, three bowie knives and sword, 
They laughed as they uncovered Jesse, 
corpse, and then asked the old man to show 
his wounds. 

THE LAST OF THE UNDERWOODS. 

Old Jesse moaned over to take off the band- 
age. Let's bring this meeting to a close, 
said the le: ider, as he raised his gun and emp- 
tied a load of buckshot into the old man’s 
body. Another at the same moment shot him 
through the head, and he fell forward on his 
face dead. Through the wound in his body a 
man’s fist might be thrust. Then the band 
went away. 

The father of the Underwoods had, in some 
time past, befriended Frank MeFarran, of 
Olive Hill. The morning after the murder 
Agnes McFarran went about among the neigh- 
pors begging for assistance to bury the dead 
at Fort U nderwood, but no one would ven- 
ture. Then the gir! and her father started for 
the house alone. They expected notbing short” 
of death, but happily ‘found that the besieging 
party, having finished their work, had disap- 
peared. The scene inside the cabin cannot 
described, but, with the help of the Uader- 
wood women, the two bodies were given de- 
ent burial, the cries of the mourners echoing 
through the stillness of the forest. 

When a local Judge was asked to quash in- 
dictments against the Littles and Strongs in 
Breathitt, four or five years ago. he promptly 
consented. ‘The explanation given at the time 
was simple: 

„Wh shouldn’t they be ajlowed to fight it 
out? If witnesses testify against either party 
they will be killed,and so the feud will widen. 
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If all the principals kill each other, that will 

be the end of it, and justice will be done. 
Governor Blackburn bas said to a corre- 

spondent of the Cincinnati Enquirer that he 


bad been censured for not sending troops into 
- * 


Carter county. The truth was, he had acted 
with all promptness, and had taken all the le- 
gal steps to suppress that disturbance that he 
was legally empowered todo. He had been 
appealed to by the authorities of Grayson to 
commission a local militia company to un- 
dertake the suppression of the outlawry. IIe 
refused, Lecauses he did not 
know of whom the company was 
composed, or whether it might not happen that 
the members might not have a personal feel- 
ing in the matter themselves, and might want 
to have a little revenge on their own account. 
He concluded to send Lieut. Bryan, of Cov- 
ington, toreport. Carter was now quiet, aud 
he thougbt there would be no trouble about 
enforcing the law, if the officers showed any 
disposition to do their duty.

The Vengeance of a Mob on Bill Young 
Near Luray Yesterday. 


Tried for Murder, Acquitted on Saturday, 
Married on Sundav and Hanged 
on Wednesday. 


The trial of Bill Young at Kahoka, for the 
murder of the Spencer family on the night 
o August 2, 1877, resulted on last Saturday 
in a verdict of acquittal, and Young was re- 
leased from custody. On Sunday last he was 
married to a Miss Lydia Bray, and on Monday 
he wert to Keokuk. He returned to his home 
near Luray yesterday, and shortly after his 
arrival there was taken from the house and 
hanged to his own gate-post. The deed was 
done by a crowd of the citizens of Luray, 
Kahoka and residents, of Clarke county.

Various 
remarks Which he had dropped from time to 
time, snch as **l know who killed the Spen- 
cers, “ only served to strengthen the pubiie 
feeling against him, and the belicf of his guilt 
gradually settled into an absolute conviction. 
On March oth, 1870, his preliminary examin- 
ation began. 
resulted in his being bound over without bail. 
lle was contined in the county jail at Kahoka, 
and a special term of court called for August 
ith, to try his case. Court convened, 
the petition of Young’s attorneys, was con- 
tinued until the first Monday in October. 
At this time the CAse came up, 
and was tried before Judge Anderson, 
formerly of this city. A great mass of testi- 
mony Was introduced, and numberless cir- 
cumstances pointed strongly to Young’s guilt. 
Notwitbstanding this fact the trial ¢ ulminated 
in a verdict of acquittal, which verdict could 
„reasonable doubt’’ 
In last Saturday the verdict was rend- 
ered and Young was released. lle was mar- 
ried on Sunday. and returned to his home 
near Luray on Weduesday, where the above 
tragedy was enacted.

Ille Was Persuaded to Have His 
Portrait Painted. 
[From the Springtield Kepublican. | 
edgar Parker is the most industrious and 
lost persevering artist in the country. He ds 
iLnishing a portrait of John G. Whittier, which 
is remarkably lifelike. This is copied ona 
larger canvas from a tine picture painted four 
ears ngo, When the poet Was in feeble health. 
The present picture loses that distressed ex- 
pression Which illness exacts. The eyes are 
mere ſuminous With the genial spirit of Whit- 
ticr, and the color and contour of the face are 
very tine. And this is painted with the fur- 
decorated overcoat by which he ts best known, 
Whittier himself is much pleased with it, and 
one mere sitting will complete it. These are 
the only portraits ever painted of Whittier, 
and doubtless no others will ever be ob- 
tained. 1 

The way by which the artist obtained 
poet's consent to a sittingis interesting. It-is 
well known that Mr. Whittier dislikes to sit 
even for a photograph, but Mr. Parker, I be- 
lieve, went to sec the poet, telling him firank- 
ly the object of his errand. . But I 
don't want a picture of myself.“ 
said Whittier. ‘*l know it, unswe den 
Parker, but 300,000 people want it. 
This nonptussed * a cael ‘Pr, ana ne said; 
Do you believe it? W by, I never thought 
of such athing.’? Mr. Parker wished to ap- 
point the day for a sitting, asking the poet to 
suit his own convenience, but the repugnance 
was again stirred and he said: **But 1 do not 
want to sit. There are enough pictures of 
me now, and who will care to preserve any 
painting of me’’’ That's not a question 
for you to decide, Mr. Whittier,’’ 
said the artist. Some dav 
when it will be too late, they will get together 
some Of those old photographs flo: iting about 
the country, Which you now despise, and they 
will patch toge ther a painting whic 1 they will 
hand down to posterity as Whittier, something 
that will not look any more like you than a 
crow. And you ought not to allow it.’’ This 
presentation of the case staggered Mr. Whit- 
ticr, and he said: Why, I never looked at 
it in that light before. sothe day was ap- 
pointed for a sitting. 

The day came, but not Whittier. Two 
months after Mr. Parker answered the studio 
belland Mr. Whittier stepped in with the 
salutation: 

Well, are you ready for me!“ 
Fortunately Mr. Parker had a 
pared, and he answered: ‘‘Yes—sit right 

down. 

Mr. Whittier was restle ‘ss affd silent, and 
remained about three quarters of an hour 
The next time he staid longer, but as he is 
not communicative Mr. Parker worked i- 
lently, not Wishing to annoy the sitter. At 
the next sitting WwW hittier was interested in 
the work, and left his chair frequently to in- 
spect it. This time he remained contentedly 
Jor hours, and talked freely. 

Although he always avoids any mention of 
his poems, the conversation drifted that wa 
and among Much interesting conversation, 10 
gave the origin of Maud Muller.“ Ille was 
driving with his sister through York, Me.,and 
stopped at a harvest field to inquire the war. 
A young girl, raking hay near the stone wall, 
stopped to answer their inquiries. Whittier 
noticed as shetalked that she bashfully raked 
the hay around and over her bare feet, and she 
was fresh and fair. The little incident left its 
impression, and he wrote out the poem that 
very evening. But if lL had any idea, '' he 
said. „that the plaguy little thing would have 
been so liked.

What the Court of 
man’s Application 
mission te Practice. 

Inthe Court of Appeals morning Mr. 
Bowman's application, a full account of which 
appeared yesterday in this paper, was defi 
nitely settied by the following ruling from the 
bench 

Application is mate by Frank J. Bowman 
for leave to file among the records ot this Court 
a certificate from the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court touching the supersedeas in a man- 
dumus proceeding which originated in and 
was adjudicated = by that Court. The 
paper has no record pertinancy to 
any case now or heretofore pending in this 
court. Mr. Bowman applied for an appeal 
fromthe judgment of this court tothe State 
supreme Court in the case wherein he was dis- 
baned. The appeal was refused onthe ground 
mut there could be noappeal under the Con- 
stitution. Mr. Bowman then applied to tne 
Supreme Court for a mandamus to 
compel this court to grant his appeal. The 
Supreme Court refused his application on the 
ground that by the Constitution the judgment 
ol this court was final and not appealaile. 
Fiom this refusal by the supreme Court he is 
snid to have obtained a writ ef error from the 
Supre oe Court of tue United 
States, If any supersedeas 
(ists it is under that breach ofterror. The ac- 
tion of che Supreme Court being simply are- 
fusaltoissnea writ, there was of course no 
judgmentexcept for costs. The ruleinsuch 
cases is well understood, that a supersedeas 
operates upon nothing whatever except the 
collection of the fee bill. 

The judgment rendered in this court disbar- 
ring Mr. Bowman not been = appealed 
from, nor has a writ ol error 
or ceitiorari directed against it 
been issued anywhere. Of necessity, therefore, 
it hus never been subjected to supersedeas. The 
proposition that such a judgment can be affect- 
ea by the supersedeas of another judgment 
rendered by another court, in a case wholly 
unknown to our records, is too absurd for dis 
cussion.
